‘‘The ultimate result to be desired 
is not the making of money, but 
the making of 
people. 
Industry 
thrift 
and 
self-control 
are 
not 
sought because they create wealth, 
hut localise they create character. 
These are the prime product of the 
farm. 
We who have seen it, and 
lived it, we know. 
It is this life 
that the Nation is so solicitous to 
maintain and improve. 
The Nation’s energies, its public 
stamina, its character, its peculij r 
ability to solve its problems and go 
on from strength to strength, are as 
much a product of the farms as the 
food w’hich sustains the physical life 
of the people. 
“ Ill fares the land 
—where wealth 
accumulates 
and 
men decay.” 
But the race w'hioh 
bas been nurtured on the self-sup­ 
porting farm does not decay. 
It in­ 
creases in vigor, for there is where 
the fiber of a nation’s nnnhood is 
built up. 
And it is the independence 
which there prevails, and the stimu­ 
lus of self-reliance in incesant strug­ 
gle, that produces the fiber of this 
manhood. Herein lies the importance 
of preserving the independent, the 
autonomous character of the firm , 
If we conceive American agriculture 
as having passed, as some observers 
think that it i« hound to pass, into 
the possession and control of great 
corporations, which will send their 
superintendent?, their experts, their 
foremen here and there, relegating 
the actual tiller of the soil to the

through the stern process of t-h.irac- 
tcr-development that the whole race 
has gone through since Adam first 
set at work eirning his bread by 
the sweat of his brow. 
Not only 
is he stronger in his self-dependent 
state, though it may he a, case of

the American farm er is also hap­ 
pier, th an he woald he as i mere ir­ 
responsible worker.

George D. Strayer, professor of 
education. Columbia University out­ 
lines in the la d issue of the Journal 
of the National Educational Asso­ 
ciation. the latest bill 
which has 
I en drafted and circulated for dis­ 
cussion. 
He fays: 
“ T he propo»a| which w ill he pre­ 
cented to the next c o n f recs om its ad ­ 
ditional 
aid to the states. 
T here 
has been a sincere difference of opin­ 
ion in regard to this m atter. 
T here 
is so prospect that con gress w ill at 
this tim e grant ad dition al fed eral 
support." 
Ile says further. 
“ The estab lish m en t o f n 
d ep art­ 
m ent o f education does not involve 
the nation in furth er fed eral sup­ 
port for our public schools." 
The differei ce between the 
new 
bill and the contentions heretofore 
put forth 
is 
obvious. 
Evidently 
those who framed it recognize that 
the people, especially those of the 
South, have become at 
once 
sus­ 
picious and weary, of offers of finan­ 
cial aid to the states by the federal 
government, which they look upon 
as a policy as insidious as it is dan­ 
gerous. 
It assume? 
he form of a 
bribe 
paid with their own money to allow 
the federal government to intrude 
it? power into a realm which is es­ 
sentially local and domestic, there­ 
fore wholly for state controls 
It is too pl? in for argument that 
if the federal government extends 
financial aid to the .state schools, it 
will logically and inevitably claim 
the right ti* supervise the expendi­ 
ture of the rn >ney, and the 
result 
will he that s ate control will give 
wav to federal control. 
Gut of such a situation as cer­ 
tainly as effei t follows cause, will 
arise the color and racial question, 
regarding whi* h the South is “solid 
and will remain solid.” 
Most of the members of the Nat­ 
ional Educator nal Association, and 
there are now 100,000 
of 
them, 
tome from states whore children of 
th*' two races attend the same school. 
Texas, like every sister Southern 
state, is makir g th*' same provision 
for educating he blacks a? it is for 
educating the whites, but they must 
have separate schools. 
A department of education, such 
as the newt bill proposes, might be 
of value, hut any bill that authorizes 
appropriation by th? federal govern­ 
ment in aid of state schools, coupled 
with the provision, which would be 
inevitable for federal direction 
of 
policies and management, would be 
fatal to the gcshool system of the 
entire South.— Houston Chronicle.

J?*n the ^ -s e e in g authors of 
the Constitution limited the national 
Government to indirect 
taxation 
they probably had in mind the pro­ 
tection of the citizenry against just 
such an oppressive duplication of 
Federal and State levies. 
But when 
the Supreme Court held unconstitu­ 
tional the income tax law enacted 
during the second 
Cleveland 
Ad­ 
ministration (though the temporary* 
Civil War levies had not been upset 
in the Sixties) what did the Amer­ 
ican people do? Did they feel grate­ 
ful that the wise Founders had sav­ 
ed them from such an uneconomic 
step? 
They did not. 
Instead, they 
set about to overrule the Founders, 
and in the course of the next fifteen 
years Congress was induced to sui** 
mit, and Legislatures were indue/ 
to ratify an amendment making tl\ 
Constitution fit Urn income tax. We 
do not question aw e the wisdom of 
Federal income taxation. 
But we 
do question the wisdom of combined 
Federal and State income 
taxing 
powers, inheritance taxing powers, or 
any other kind of taxing powers. If 
the people wanted the Nation to tax 
incomes and inheritances they should 
have withdrawn from the States au­ 
thority to lay taxes upon these same 
items. 
Our chief criticism, though, 
is of the present tendency to re­ 
shape the Constitution to fit legisla­ 
tion. instead of shaping legislation 
to fit the Constitution. If the Amer­ 
ican people are going 
to 
change 
their 
Constitution 
eveiy 
time 
it 
blocks some whim of the moment, 
some scheme that on its very face is 
experimental, they might as well go 
the whole La Follette distance and 
empower Congress to override the 
Constitution with the same ease that 
it can override* a President's veto.__
